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REPORT OF PRINCIPAL AND SCHOOL IMPROVEMENT COUNCIL

Carolina Elementary, A community of learners dedicated to student achievement, started
off 2005-2006 with exciting news: we met our AYP goals. We were awarded the
Palmetto Silver Award for achieving the Good status on the Improvement Rating on our
State Report Card, based on the Palmetto Achievement Challenge Test results. We also
started a partnership with West Hartsville Baptist Church, who supplied us with
classroom supplies. They also helped us establish an after-school tutoring program in
their Fellowship Hall on Thursday afternoons. Volunteers from the church and our school
staff helped in tutoring children who could walk to this program once a week. This was a
good relationship and we plan for it to continue this coming year.

We also implemented strategies from the State Improvement Grant for Positive Behavior
Intervention Support. A matrix of behavior expectations were developed and shared with
students and staff. These expectations covered all areas of school life, from the
classroom, to the bus, to the cafeteria, to Physical Education. Students were rewarded
with coins that were later redeemed for special activities. This year, we also started a
special recognition for our fifth graders: the Cynthia Williams Addison Literacy Award for
outstanding citizenship and love of literacy for a fifth grader who was selected by the
staff. This award was in memory of Mrs. Addison who taught fifth grade at Carolina for
many years. Two of our students were recognized by the State Department of
Transportation for their creative artwork and three of our students from the ALERT
program were recognized for their ability to succeed with the stock market. We feel
positive about the new programs we have implemented this year and are proud of our
student successes.
